In 1638 a branch was founded in Bos- 
ton, which, as a matter of fact, retains 
many more old customs than the main body in 
England, The Duke of Portland, who is Lieu- 
tenant Colonel of the company, allowed it to 
fall into a state of military negligence which 
led to a direct contestin the war office ona 
trifling matter of discipline, and the result is 
the company’s arms have ail been 
packed off to the tower of London. The Prince 
of Wales and the Duke of Portland threw 
up their commissions together and an organi- 
zation representing the best people of two 
nations was rolled in the mud. The Lord 
Mayor interested himself, the business men 
called a meeting and it looks probable 
now that absolutely disbandment will be 
avoided, but the company’s usefulness is 
gone. It will be little more than 
a military club devoid of royal pat 
ronage and its ancient lustre dimmed. 
All the papers of Engiand scold the Prince for 
his action. One says he has shown all the 
faults of an unwise and unconstitutional 
King, and that if he behaves as sovereign 
as he bas in this instance his tenure to 
the throne will be brief.

rm its action under any circumstances, or by-the 
peculiar circumstance of the moment, are all 
matters beside my point, which is, whoever 
ie to blame, or whether anyone ts to blame, 
it would surely have been more dignified on 
our part and more worthy of our position to 
have taken no wotice of the matter, which, as 
the Prime Minister early remarked, i¢ no 
matter affecting thetwo nations. In the case 
of some foreign Powers different considera- 
tions would affect us, but our ‘relations with 
the United States are peculiar. 

‘*We use the word foreign towards them be- 
cause there is no other suitable expression, 
but I am loath to use 
the term toward the 
great republic. The 
United States is, dip-. 
lomatically speaking, 
a foreign power, but 
she can never be a for- 
eiga land to us. Her 
cltigens are mainly 
men of the same race 
and lineage as our- 
selves, having the 
same names, speaking 
the same tongue, worshipping under the same 
form of religion and living under the same 
common law. Their institutions, though dif- 
fering, are very similar to our own and 
founded on the same love of liberty, law and 
capacity for self-government. It is impossi- 
ble to look upon such people as foreigners, 
though one is obliged to speak of the country 
as a foreign power. Of all the civilized nations 
weslone can understand the United States 
and she alone can understand us. In respect 
of difficulties inseparable from the system of 
party government, any misunderstanding 
arising between us would be held to be most 
deplorable by a vast majority of all thinking 
men on both sides of the Atlantic. 

% fear that speaking of circumstances be- 
longing to the history of electioneering may 
bave had ap irritating effect upon public 
opinion in America, bat be that as it may it is 
certain that any longer delay in filling up 
Lord sackvilie’s place is Hable to be misun- 
derstood by the American people. 1 hold it to 
be our first duty to avoid the possibility of any- 
thing that may lead to a want sincere 
friendship between the mother country and 
the Colonies, and after that I consider it our 
second duty to avoid any such possibility be- 
tween the United States and ourselves. Be- 
fore long another Minister will be aceredited 
to the Court of St. James. All who know Mr. 
Phelps personally, and who recognize the dig- 
nity and courtesy with which he bas discharged 
bis duties will anticipate it with regret. 
If we besitate to accredit a Minister at Wasb- 
ington the United Stetes may retaliate by de- 
laying to accredit a Ministertous. Two great 
international questions are awaiting solution, 
fishery and extradition, and these we cannot 
hope to settle, except under conditions of 
real friendship between the two countries. 
Therefore lask the Prime Minister at how 
early a day the Government purposes appoint-

ee Worst Believed to Be Over—Furious 
Riding To and Fro, bat Nothing Comes of

ERIDIAN, Miss., De-

Shuquala, kMarion and Scooba. The parties 
of rangers are heavily armed and have been 
approaching this place from three sides for 
the last two days, beating the country as they 
advanced to prevent the escape of any of the 
men they want. The men in these parties are 
generally small farmers who hoe in the 
country surrounded by negroes and who know 
their future depends entirely upon impress- 
ing upon the negroes of the country the dan- 
ger of lifting their hands against white men.

DEFY TROOPS AND FORCE THEIR WAY. 


Wichita, Kan., the Starting Point—Pawnee 
Bill Appointed Leader of the Persistent 
Coloniste—Men and Families Flocking to 
the Standard — Forcing an Issue With 
the Gevernment—An Army of 10,000,

tory will be inadequate to thwart them. 

Local papers have been teeming with ac- 
counts of the movement, but they have been 
generally discredited until now.

In other words, if any one be 
hurt or killed the coloniste say the respons!i- 
bility will rest with Oongress and not with 
them.

IN NUGGETS AND DUST. 

But this was chiefly the result of placer min- 
ing, though some of it was extracted from 
quartz.

It is admitted that 
fully 50 per cent of the gold is lost, and the 
use of practical machinery might make 
parte of this country a second California. 
Gold is found in all of the eight provinces of 
Korea, but the mines have so far existed only 
in several. I asked Minister Dinsmore whether 
he thought good terms could be made as to 
these mines. The country bas, you know, 
been opened only six years. Last year the 
import of foreign cottons was nearly two 
million dollars and the increaée over the year 
preceding was more than half a million dol- 
lars.

Careful atteution 
to that point will soon cause him to under- 
Stand himeeif, and whena professional oars - 
man or athlete understands his own desires, 
Mikes and Gislikes he is prepared for any kind 
of hard work. I think there is nobody knows 
John Teemer better than your humble ser- 
vant. I know his every want, bis 
every craving, ‘and when he yearns 
Yor food which, if eaten, will 
surely turn his stomach upside down and his 
lead topey-turvy, 1 do not need further 
proof that he is not in his proper condition. 
When I Arst started in to train I did a lot of 
Fanning and walking. It did not take me 
long to discover that running made me stiff 
without reducing my weight with any degree 
of certainty. I abandoned the road and set 
to work tm the boat, and 1 worked under a 
sweater like a beaver and no mistake.

— Home 
truths are always unpleasant, but the fact re- 
mains that human ilfe is veay cheap in Birm- 
ingham. The prime cause of the riot, which 
cost the lives of a number of the best citizens 
of this city, is a repetition of the old, old 
story of the law’s delays, and the impossibil- 
ity of settling upon red-handed murderers the 
consequences of their crimes. Twenty-six 
unpunished mukde rers now lie in the jail that 
was the scene of the riot on the night of Sat- 
urday, December 8 and everyone 
of the number trembled while the 
officers were defending the jail 
as was a certainty, had the mob ones got n- 
side the jail, they would not have stopped 
with Hawes, but would have made a clean 
sweep in oue or two cases where it is regarded 
that the law will not act. Some of the barbar- 
ous crimes which have been committed in this 
district within the past two years read more 
like a romance than a tale of real life, and no 
more interesting recitals of crime could be 
gleaned from Inspector Byrne’s note book. 
It is almost impossible to inflict upon a mur- 
derer here the extreme penalty of the law. 
Our jall is full of prisoners, many 
of whom have been liying there for 
one or two years without the sembiance of 
atrial. The short sessions ofthe courts and 
the crowded state of the dockets renders it a 
matter of impossibility to secure « speedy 
trial, coupled with the well-known laxity of 
courts in the matter of securing continuances 
in criminal cases. In many cases where the 
case is finally pushed to trial it is found that 
the witnesses, or at least the most important 
ones of them, have either died or have moved 
away, leaving the case to be nolle prossed, in 
order to save the county the expenses of a 
trial which could only result in a verdict. of 


not guilty. 
A NOTABLE CASE. 

There is one notable case of this kind here 
now, of which the concluding chapter must 
soon be told. This is the case of Az. Johnson. 
The crime occurred in September, 1887, 
and Johnson has never had atrial. The mur - 
der occurred in North Birmingham. The two 
men had been working at a railroad camp. 
The murdered man had just been paid off and 


bad a considerable sum of money in his pos- 
session. The next day his dead body was 
found in the woods with his throat cut and his 
body frightfully mutilated. It was shown that 
the two men had left the camp together. 
Johnson, it was shown, did not have even 
enough money to pay a laundry bill and could 
not induce his washerwoman to let bim have 
bis clothes without the necessary collateral.

Origin of Kiraify’s Ballet.

There were no ballet girls in 1671 when 
‘*‘Pamone’’ was produced, and the male 
dancers had been recruited among the danc- 
ing masters of Paris and their schools. The 


youngest and plumpest of these passed for 
shepherdesses, nymphs and goddesses, and 
all wore masks. It was notuntil ten years 
later that four real danseuses, pupils of Luli, 
appeared to an enthusiastic audience in Le 
Triomphe d' Amour. Their names have 
merited record—Mlies. La Fontaine, Roland, 
Lepeintre and Fernon. By 1718 the ballet had 
increased toa dozen dancers, who received 
from . ea, za month, and ten den- 
seuses with 400f. to 900f. The most brilliant, 
and not the least licentious, era ot the ballet 
was during the Kegency, from 1715 onward, 
and the masks did not fall till much later 
when it took all the pyramidal assurance o 
Gaetrin Vestris to break through the custom. 
He it was who said ‘‘There are butt great 
men alive upon the face of the earth—myselif, 
Voltaire and the King of Prussia.’’
